RUSSIANS PURSUE 
TEUTON^N DRIVE 


Czar'S Troops Reach Gralierkl 
and Serelh Rims. 


in the region of Brody, on the Vol- 
hynla and Galician frontier, R ussian 
troops arc pursuing the Auatro-German 
armies, it was oftlciaJly announced at 
Petrograd, and have reached the riyer»- 
Graborkl and Sereth, 
By the withdrawal of the Germans 
from the bend of the Stokhod river^ 
the Russians of General Bruslloff's ar­ 
my have been able to press forward 
until they are now within twenty-one 
m iles of the great German base at 
Kovel. 
Violent lighting is In progreas 
w est of the river and south of Hule- 
witschi. which lies on the stream at 
the point where the Kovel-Kiev rail­ 
way line crosses. 
W hile the Russians are pounding 
away with renewed vigor in Volhynia, 
there is no lessening in the pressure 
in Galicia. 
A retirem ent of the arm.y 
of 
General 
von 
Bothmer from the 
Stripa is expected, as the advance of 
the Russians to tlie north and south 
of the positions held by von Bothmer 
Is putting the Austro-German force In 
danger of being cut off com pletely. 
It is believed Stanislau, south of th« 
Dniester, is on the point of being tak­ 
en 
by 
the 
Russians. 
Late advlcet 
from the front stated that the Russians 
were less than ten m iles from this 
Austro-Hungarian base and were mov­ 
ing steadily forward. 
The Russian official statem ent says: 
“In Uie region northeast and south 
east of Baranovichi a fierce artillery 
due*! is taking place. 
“Enem y aeroplanes dropped bomba 
on the stations at Zamire and Islasla. 
••On the river Stokhod our forces 
fighting there w'ont forward. 
At one 
of the bends In this river in tlic 
course of our attack we have taken 
among other prisoners 
the

Honved regim ent 
(3000 
men) with the regim ental commander 
and his entire staff. 
“At other places on the Stokhod 
we took tw'enty-one officers and 914 
rank and file and four machine guns. 
**In the direction ol Kovel fierce 
fighting continues. 
“In the Brody area we are pursuing 
the enem y 
and 
have 
reached the 
rivers Graberkl and Seroth.“ 
Having forced the Teutons to with* 
draw across the Stokhod, hard fightinf 
is progressing favorably to the Rus­ 
sians, and the capture of twenty-one 
ofllcers and 940 men, four field pieces 
and four machine guns Is announced 
as a feature of Saturday’s combat, ac­ 
cording to Petrograd*s report. 
From 
Kovel south to the Kovel-Rojltche rail 
road the Russians penetrated the en e 
my's first lino and continue to ad­ 
vance, making prisoners as they go. 
South of the Dniester Berlin admits 
the German first line had to be aban 
doned in the face of the Russian on- 
.slaught. 
Berlin reports the recapture 
i)f ground w est of Lutsk. General von 
Linsingen Is confessed’ly in difficulties 
northwest of Kovel, in Volhynia, al 
though the German official report say« 
the 
Russians 
were 
expelled 
from 
trenches they had occupied in tliat re 
glon. 
The R ussians at Brody are at pres* 
ent nearer Lemberg than von Both 
mer's forces, which are entrusted with 
Lemberg's defences, and although th< 
country between Brody and Lemberg 
is very difficult, it becom es a question 
v/hether the evacuation of both Kove* 
and Lemberg will not soon becomc 
necessary.

ChiUlrcn searching for a runaway pot 
rabbit in a darkened corner of the l)a^e- 
mctii with niatchcs set fire to the residence 
of Robert E. Manley in York, shortly after 
5 o’clock on Friday cveninfr.

It Is Through Little Tricks of Politeness and Deference That a Child 
Learns Respect. 


T 
HKUK is no doubt that some chil­ 
dren arc much “brighter*' than 
other.s. 
And, of course, the 
brighter children are easier to 
teach than are ihe others. 
But many 
a bright child absorbs the teaching! 
oft'ered him and develops a chai’acter 
that is very far from satisfactory, 
while among the less “gifted” children 
are evolved useful and lovable spirits 
that amply compensate for the rela­ 
tively feeble intellects. 
This Is all 
common knowledge; yet we continue 
to be puzzled about it without making 
any elfort to clear up our understand­ 
ing. 
Or we continue to think and to 
act as thought the development of the 
intellect were of itself suihclent to in­ 
sure suitable training of the character. 
The fact Is that while knowledge 
may be converted into power it is in 
it.self very far from being a substitute 
i'or wi,sdom. 
And still more remote is 
it from character. We know that chil­ 
dren can learn knowledge; the impor­ 
tant question for us is, can they ac­ 
quire character? 
When we compare an infant with an 
older child and with an adult we may 
see that the lack of “character” on tho 
part of the infant means that the child 
has not yet developed fixed habits in 
regard to certain things, whereas the 
older person has. 
You do not know 
just what the child will do under given 
circumstances, 
while you do 
know 
what the^ gi*own-up will do. 
It Is the 
mass of habits that make up the foun* 
dation of the character which the child : 
acquires. 
Habits of courteous speech, for ex­ 
ample, may be mere imitations of other 
people’s speech, and very diffeivnt 
from what the child would use if neg­ 
lected in this* regai*d. 
Yet as it be­ 
comes a habit it constitutes a distinc­ 
tive part of the person’s character. It 
is through the little tricks of deffn*ence 
at^d politeness that a child learns i*e- 
spect, and it is from this that he .de­ 
velops an appi’eelation for the quali­ 
ties that we wl.sh him to look up to. 
And that suggests the second ele- 


»» 
ment that enters into the “character 
that can be trained or cultivated. Tho 
comparison between young children 
iind adults shows us that another dif­ 
ference in their cluiracters lies in the 
C(mipai*a<ive Instability of the child's 
likes or dl,*=:like.s, and of his standards 
of right and wrong. 
Beginning with 
nearly dii’ect Imitation of what he 
sees his parent.4 do, ho comes in a few 
years to imagine bim.self doing things 
that ho hears of others doing. 
When 
he beglms to read about the exploits 
of great heroes he projects himself 
into 
the characters of 
history 
or 
legend, and for the lime being he 
lives in the character that is upper­ 
most in his interest. 
In this way he 
ab.sorbs from his immediate surround­ 
ings and from his reading and asso­ 
ciates the ideals and piinciples that 
will give stability and color to his con­ 
duct—that is, his character.

Cattle Condemned* 
Tuberculosis was discovered in the herd 
of 24 Holstein cattle on the H. D. Shep­ 
pard farm, located west of Mt. Pleasant, 
tenanted by Wesley Fuhrman, and 19 of 
the herd, the finest in this section, wore 
condemned by ofTicials of the State Live­ 
stock Board, and have been killed to pre­ 
vent the spread of the disease. The herd 
of cattle belonping to Charles Miller, on 
the former L. H. Grenowald farm, near 
Green Ridge, has also been affected and 
over half of the number have been killed. 
Desiring to assure themselves as to the 
soundness of their cattle, several owners of 
fine herd in the lower end of the county 
had their herds tubercular tested. As are- 
su\t of this precaution, three different 
herds were found tubercular. According 
to government estimates, 25 per cent, of 
all cattle are tubercular. Authorities differ 
as to whether bovine tuberculosis can bo 
transmitted to human beings. The state 
requires that all milk taken from tubercu­ 
lar cows must be heated to 170® Fahren- 
hi it for marketing.

Blacksmith VJho Killed Friend Said

Told Him to Glay. 


Tloading, Pa.—The» murder of Abra­ 
ham Fick, an inon’ensive German la- 
boi’or, by his friend, Peter Leas, Jr., 
in Hyde Park, a suburb, a few days 
ago, revives public curiosity in “The 
Seventh liook of Moses” and in tho 
witch doctors and powwow practi­ 
tioners who still infest that region. 
In his confession. Leas, who is thought 
by some to bo insane, said that char­ 
coal burners at a settlement several 
miles from his home had consulted 
“The SeN^enth Book of Moses” and liad 
ordered him to end Fick’s life ta pre­ 
vent Fick from murdering him.
